LAW ON FOOD PACKAGES. 


Net We.ght Regulation* Require True 
and Exact Statements. 


Regulations for the carrying out of 
the so called net weight law, which 
< om[>ete manufacturers to make ii clear 
statement of the weight, volume or 
contents of packages of food, were 
signed May ll by tin* secretaries of the 
treasury, agriculture and eommerri*. 
They apply to foods shipped Iii inter 
stat)* commerce or sold In the District 
of < 'obi ill Ida or the territories aud In­ 
come effective at once. although the 
law. pissed 
March 3. 
1013. as an 
amendment to the food and drugs act 
defers tile exacting of penalties fit 
violations until Kept 3, 1014. 
The regulations in general require 
that the manufacturer of foods shall 
plainly mark all packages, (Kitties or 
other containers holding more than 
two ounces avoirduitol* or mort* than 
one fluid ounce. 
The measure must he 
stated 
in 
avoirdupois 
pounds 
and 
ounces, United States gallons, quarts, 
pints or fluid ounces. United States 
standard bushels, half bushels, pecks, 
quarts, pints or half pinta. 
The con­ 
tents by a like method may Is* express 
isl In terms of metric weight or mea 
sure. 
The volume o f liquids must Im* 
computed at <18 degrees F. 
The quan­ 
tity stated must te* exclusive of wrap | 
pings and container. 
In general solids must be stated in 
terms o f weight and liquids In terms 
of volume, except where there ta a 
definite trade custom; otherwise any 
marking In terms generally understood 
to express definite quantities w ill Im* 
permitted. 
W ith certain articles the contents 
may Is* stated by nmnerirnl count pro­ 
vided it gives accurate information as 
to 
tile quantity. 
It 
w o u ld

Im* 
enough to state that a package of can­ 
dy contained twenty-four cream peje 
pennlntH, as candles vary in size. 
In the packing and Intitling of tunny 
fond* 
the 
regulations 
permit 
toler 
a rices where discrepancies are due to 
unavoidable errors In weighing, meas­ 
uring <»r counting which occur In pack­ 
ing conducted in rom [ti I a nee with good 
commercial practice. 
However, a run 
of such packages must show as many 
case* of overweight and excess as of 
underweight or uiidervoiume. 
Because good* >li:pp#-d from one part 
of flu* country 
to another 
lose in 
weight by natural evaj>orntion. due to 
differences of atmospheric condition or 
temperature, tolerances will is* allowed 
for such changes.

Therefore a working girl, when she 
has saved sufficient money and thinks 
of marrying, looks around to find un 
eligible man, whom it would tie lur 
duty to keep in after life. 
Ile must 
know how to bathe, dress and feed a 
baby; how to amuse it and what to do 
when it has convulsions other than 
rolling it on the floor or slapping It ou 
the back. 
If fie can do ail this the girl 
proposes, is accepted (if she Ls strong 
enough to work), and the knot is tied. 
When tim children grow up they are 
packed off to the laundries or to one of 
the biscuit, incandescent mantle or ce­ 
dar pencil factories that abound in tile 
neighborhood, aud their wages go to 
swell the family income. 
As for fa­ 
ther, fie continues his congenial task 
of warming the baby’s milk ami per­ 
forming other little duties. — Loudon 
Cor. l ’Uiladelphla Ledger.
